2. Claims 19-25 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Shiftier et al. (Figures 4-7)(6,564,942). Shiftier et al. discloses a method of assembling a 
wound film dispenser, including folding a blank into a tube (Figure 5), inserting a roll of 
wound film (Figures 5 and 6), folding false walls (98 and 102) into the tube (Figure 7) 
and folding a flap (100 or 104) against each of the false walls, the false walls including 
wedge-shaped braces (each strut 102 on either side of apex 142, see column 5, lines 
20-31). 

As to claim 20, plural flaps (100 and 104) are disclosed and folded. 

As to claim 21 , each brace is folded relative to one of the false walls. 

As to claims 22 and 23, each wedge-shaped brace (half of 102) is folded relative 
to a back edge (opposite 104) and a top edge (116) of the false wall. 

As to claims 24 and 25, a tear strip (68) is adhered to the front surface of the 
blank and attached along a score line (66) and adhered by discrete areas (69) of 
adhesive. 
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3. Applicant's arguments filed September 27, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The addition of "wedge-shaped braces" fails to distinguish from 
the struts 102 of the earlier patent to Shiffler et al., where the wedge-shaped recesses 
define wedge-shaped portions of each strut.
